An intimation that the Court House
floard has put into the plans for the
new County Court House axpensive and
unnecessary features which might crowd
the coxt beyond the prescribed $10,000,-
o040 limit wns heard in the Board of Ea-
timate yvesterday. It was the firat sug-
geation of possible extravagance.

Mavor Mitchel sald: "A superficial
examination of the plans shows a seem-
ing extravagance, perhapa prodigality s
a better word. But we want verification
before we act.'

In order that specific information
might be obtained the Estimnte BHoard
passed a resolution requesting the Court
House Board to submit A complete state-
ment of all work and material to go into
the bhuilding, with detalled estimates of
each specification. The Court House
Board must also give this Informa®ion
to the bureau of contract supervision,
whose chiaf la Tilaen Adamson. The
statement must show the use to be made
of every room.

This resolution was based on an In-
vestigation that is being made by Mr
Adamson and his etaff, the results of
which were verbally reported to the
Mayor yesterday and will he the sub-
Ject of a written report to-day. Mr.
Adamson has been studying the blue
prints for several days and comparing
them with the court house preliminary
plans as approved.

Mr. Adamson has found what he thinks
are a great number of expensive changes
made under the direction of the Court
House Board. He has told the Mayor
that instead of all the space being used
to the best advantage there Is a wvast
amount of wuate,
